Should fire strike your home to- 
night what would you do? Would 
you know HOW to escape? 


Thousands die every year—thous- 
ands who never had a chance, trap- 
ped in their own homes. Worse still, 
most of these are children and el- 
derly people. 


Statistics of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters show that every 
two minutes fire damages or des- 
troys some one’s home in this coun- 
try. That’s an average of 800 home 
fires a day in towns and cities 
Others occur all too frequently in 
rural areas. 


To insure your safety, know what 
to do in case of fire. 


First, have an escape plan and act 
it out. All members of your family 
should be drilled in such a fire 
safety plan.

Before you open your bedroom 
door, put the palms of your hands 
against it.

Keep your waxers 
and floor mops in cool open places, 
such as the porch 


Never throw flour, uncooked 
cereals, or dust from a vacuum 
cleaner or dustpan into a stove fire, 
or into a burning incinerator.

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How to Place Emergency Fire and Police Calls 


Your emergency calls will bring help faster if you remember to remain calm and stay 
with the call until the Fire Department or Police Department has the information necessary 
to send aid. Too often excited callers simply say, “Operator, send the Fire Department!” 
and then hang up without giving an address or further information about the type of fire or 
other difficulty. 


Follow these steps in telephoning a fire report: 


1. When the operator answers, ask for Crown Point “0”, or simply say “Give 
me the Fire Department.” 


2. When the Fire Department answers, give the address where help is needed 
and the nature of the emergency, such as, fire in a house or field, drown- 
ing or heart attack case for inhalator squad, etc. 


3. Give your name and address and the number of the telephone you are 
using. 


4. Do not hang up until all this information is given. 


Give this same type of information when you call for Police help. And remember this: 


1. If you live in the city, call the Crown Point Police Department . . . Crown 
Point 300. 
2. If you live outside the city, call the Sheriff’s Office . . . Crown Point 640.

What happens at the telephone office when you place an emergency call? 


The telephone company follows through on all emergency calls to be ready to give 
additional telephone help, if necessary. As an emergency call is connected with the proper 
agency to handle it, the operator calls her supervisor to plug in with her on the call. They 
record the location of the emergency and both remain with the call until the emergency has 
passed. If, for instance, the caller is excited and hangs up before the necessary information 
is recorded, it frequently is possible for the telephone company to quickly trace the location 
of the telephone used in making the call. 

A typical fire call would be handled like this: 


The caller asks for the Fire Department, or Crown Point “0”. As the operator rings 
the Fire Depatment, she calls her supervisor to her side. Both note the location of the fire, 
and inform other operators on duty. Then, as the Fire whistle sounds and volunteer firemen 
call the telephone office, they are given the location of the fire or other emergency. 


Although this information is given only to firemen who must identify themselves with 
a special code when they call in, many people who are merely curious about the reason 
behind the fire whistle blasts call the telephone office.

Fire Calls During 1958 


In 1958 your volunteer fire department answered 295 calls 
for emergency assistance. 42 of these calls were for the in- 
halator squad ; 34 of the patients were OK when the department 
left them and eight were beyond the help of any emergency 
treatment. 


Many of the calls were not for fire or inhalator, but of other 
needs for help as you will see in the list below. 


Many of these calls were answered after we received them 
over our radio hookup with the other fire departments in Lake 
County. These fire departments have commented how helpless 
they are when one of their mobile radio is in for repairs. 
Through the Lake County Fire Service, Inc. eight fire depart- 
ments can call for aid, anytime of the day or night when they 
cannot cope with a large fire. The headquarters for this radio 
network is here in Crown Point, which is manned 24 hours a 
day. This radio system and mobile units were purchased by 
these departments from money raised through various benefits 
that they put on to raise money, such as our Annual Ball. There 
is no money received from taxation to purchase or maintain 
this radio system.
